S MURDER. is one ef the Greateſt 

Crimes that Man can be guilry of, 

ſo 1s1t no leſs Strangely and Provi- 

dentially diſcovered, when private- 

ly committed. The foul Crimi- 

nal believes himſc!t fecure, becauſe there was no 
Witneſs of the Fact.Nor conſidering that the Al- 
ſeeing Eye ot: Heaven beholds his conceard 
Iniquity, and by ſome means or other bringing it 
to Light, never permits it to go LInpuniſhed. And 
indeed fo certainly does the Revenge of God pur- 
ſue the Abominated MURDERER that when it- 
neſles are wanting of the Fact, the very Ghoſt of 
the Murdere:!-P:"ties cannot reſt quiet in their 
Graves, till tncy have made the Deredtion them- 
ſclyes. Of this we arc now to give the Reader , 


the Reaſon he was ſowilling tobe rid of her, tho” 


Two Remarkable Examples that lately happened 
in Tork-ſhire ; And nolels Signal for the Truth ob 
both T ragedics, as being confirmed by Trial of 
the Offenders, at the laſt Afhizes held for thar 
County. 

The Firſt of theſe Mzrders was committed by 
William Barwick, upon the Body of Mary Barwick, 
his Wife, at the ſame time big with Chiid. Whar 
vere the Motives that indugd the Man to do this 
Horrid Fact, docs not appear by the Examinati- 
on of the Evidence, or the Contethon of the Par- 
ty : Only ir appeared upon his T r:al that he had 
got her with Child, before he Married her: And 
'tis very probable that being then conltrained to 
Marry her, he grew weary of her; which wagthe

= -.- ola Body and Soul to accompliſh his 
clign. 

The Murder was committed upon Paim-Mon- 
day, being the Fourtcenth of April laſt , about 
Two of the Clock in the Afternoon, at what time 
the ſaid Barwick having drilld his Wite along till 
hecameto a certaii Cloſe, within ſight of Cawsod- 
Cafe, where he found the Conveniency of a Pond, 
he threw her by force into the Water, and when 
ſhe was Drown'd, and drawn forth again by him- 
{lf upon the Bank of the Pond, had the Cruelty 
to behold the Motion of the Infant, yet warm in 
her Womb. Thisdone, he conceal'd the Body, 
a5 it may readily be {upposd among the Buſhes, 
that uſually encompals a Pond, and the next night, 
when it grew duskith, ferching a Hay-ſpade from 
a Rick tharſtood in the Cie, he made a Hole by 
the ſide of the Pond, and there {lightly Buried the 
Woman in her Cloaths. 

Having thus diſpatched twoat once, and think- 
ing hiniſelf ſecure, becauſe (unſcen) he went the 
ſame day to his Brother-in-Law, one Thoxs Loft- 
houſe of Rufforth, within Three Miles of Tork , 
who had Married his drown'd Wites Siſter, and 
told him he had carried his Wife to one Richard 
Harriſon's Houle in Setby, who was his Unkle, 
and would take care of her. But Heaven would 
not be ſodeluded, bur raisd up the Ghoſt of the 
Murder'd Woman to make the Diſcovery. And 
therefore it was that upon the Eafer-Taeſday fol- 
lowing, about Two of the Clock in the After- 
noon, the fore-mention'd Lofthouſe, having occa- 
ſion to Water a Quickſer Hedge, not far from his 
Houſe, as hewas going for the Second Pail-tull, an 
Apparition went before him in the: Shape of a 
Wann, and ſoon after fat down upon a Riſing 
Green Graſs-Plat , right over againſt the Pond: 
He walk?d by her as he went to the Pond; and as 
he returr?d with his Pail from the Pond, looking 
ſide-ways to ſee whether ſhe continu'd in the ſame 
place, he found ſhe did ; and that: ſhe ſeem'd to 

andle ſomething in her Lap, that look'd like a 
White-Bag ( as he thought) which he did not ob- 
ſerve before. So ſoon as he had empried his Pail, 
he wentinto his Yard, and ſtood ſtill to try whe- 
ther he could.ſce her again ; but ſhe was yaniſh'd. 

In his Information, he ſays, That the Wo- 
man ſeem'd to be habired in a Brown Colour d 
Petricoat, Waſtecoat,and a VV hite Hood ; ſuch a 
one as his Wites Siſter uſually wore z and thar 
her Countenance look*d extream Pale and Wan, 
with her Tecth in fight, but no Gums appearing ; 
and that her Phyſtognomy was like to that of his 
Wifes Siſter, who was Wite to William Barwick, 

But notwithſtanding the Gaſtlineſs of this 4p- 
zarition, it ſeems it made fo little Impreſhion in 
Lofthouſes Mind, that he thought no more of it, 
; Neither did he ſpeak to any Body concerning it, 


till the lame Night as he was at his Family Du- 
ty of Prayer, thar that Apparition retur?d again 
to his Thoughts, and dicompoy'd his Deyotion ;

i Þ after he had made an end of his Prayers, 
he told the whole Story of what he had ſeen to his 
Wife: Wholaying Circumſtances together, im- 
mediately inferr'd , that her Siſter was cither 
Drown'd, or otherwiſe Marder*d, and defir'd her 
Husband to look after her the next day, which 
was the Wedneſday in Eafer-IVeek, Upon this, 
Lofthouſe recollefting what Barwick had told him 
of his carrying his Wite to his Unkle at Selby 
repairs to Harriſon before-mentioned, but foun 
all that Barwick had ſaid to be falſe ; for that Har- 
riſon had neither heard of Barwick nor his Wike, 
neither didhe know any thing of them. Which no- 
table Circumſtance, together with that other of the 
Apparition increasd his Suſpicions to that degree , 
that now concluding his W ifes Siſter was Murder- 
ed,he went to the Lord Mayor of York ; and having 
obtained his Warrant, got Barwick apprehended : 
who was no ſooner brought before theLordMayor, 
but his own Conſcience then accuſing him , .he ac- 
knowledged the whole Matter, as it has been al- + 
ready related, as it appears by his Examination 
and Confcihon herewith Printed : To which are 
allo annex'd the Informations of Lofthouſe , in 
like manner taken before the Lord Mayor of York, 
for a further Teſtimony and Confirmation of what 
1s here ſet down. 

On Wedneiday the Sixteenth of September 1690, 
The Criminal 1:lham Barwick was brought to his 
Trial before the Honorable Si F amy Powe/, Knight, 
one of the Judges of the Northern Circuit, at the 
Affizes holden at Tork, where the Priſoner plea- 
ded not guilty to his Indictment : Burt upon the 
Evidence of Thomas Lofthouſe, and his Wife, and a 
Third Perſon, That the Woman was found Bu- 
ried in ker Cloaths in the Ce by the Pond-/ide, 
agreeable to the Priſoner's Confeſſion, and that 
ſhe had ſeyeral Bruiſes on her Head, occaſioned 
by the Blows the Murderer had given her to keep 
her under Water : and upon Reading the Priſo- 
ner's Confeflion before the Lord Mayor of Tork , 
atteſted by the GR, who wrote the Confeſſion , 
and who {wore the Priſoner's owning and ſigning 
it for Truth, he was found Guilty , and Senten- 
ccd to death, and afrerwards ordered to be hang*d 
in Chains. 

All the Defence which the Priſoner made, was 
only this, That he was threatned into the Con- 
fte(hon that he had made, and was in fuch a Con- 
ſternation, that he did not know what he ſaid or 
did. Bur then it was {worn by "Two Witneſles , 
that there was no ſuch thing as any Threatning 
made uſe of; but that he made a Freeand Volun- 
tary Confeſſion, only with this Addition at firſt ; 
That he told the Lord Mayor, he had fold his 
Wife for Five Shillings: But not being able to 
name either the Perſon or the Place where the 
might be produc'd , that was look'd upon as to 
frivolous to out-weigh Circumſtances, that were 
Proof tgo appareng.

W#? O fayeth and confeſſeth , That he 

carried his Wife over a certain Wain- 
Brid ge, called Biſhopdike-bridge , betwixt 
Cawood and Sherburn ; and within a Lane a- 
bout One Hundred Tards from the ſaid Bridge, 
and on the Left-hand of the ſaid Bridge, he 
and his Wife went over a Stile, on the Left- 
hand of a certain Gate, entring into a certain

ſaid Barwick's Wife, his ſaid Sifter-in-Law , 
immagined he had done her ſome miſchief, did 
Teſterday go to the ſaid Harriſon's Hoſe in 
Selby, where he ſaid he had carried her to ; 
And the ſaid Harriſon told this Informant, he 
knew nothing, of the ſaid Barwick, or his Wife, 
and this Informant doth werily believe the ſaid 
Barwick to have Murdered her ;
